The Amendment, filed on November 10, 2003, has been entered and acknowledged by 
the Examiner. 

Cancellation of claims 1-28, 37, 46, 55-57, 63, 72 and 81 has been entered. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claims 29-36, 38-45, 47-54, 60, 61, 64, 65, 69-71, 73-80 and 82-92 are allowed over the 
prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 29, 38 and 64, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of the limitations as set forth in claims 29, 38 and 64, and specifically 
comprising the limitation of depositing a phosphor paste within the cavity, the phosphor paste 
having a content of phosphor in a range of from 10% to 50% by weight, selecting the weight 
percentage of the phosphor in the paste within the range in accordance with the desired 
thickness of the phosphor layer, after firing the paste, and applying the phosphor paste in an 
amount sufficient to substantially fill the cavity, and firing the phosphor paste to form the 
phosphor layer. 

Regarding claims 30-36, claims 30-36 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 29 
because of their dependency status from claim 29. 

Regarding claims 39-45 and 60, claims 39-45 and 60 are allowable for the reasons given 
in claim 38 because of their dependency status from claim 38. 

Regarding claims 65 and 69-71, claims 65 and 69-71 are allowable for the reasons given 
in claim 64 because of their dependency status from claim 64. 

Regarding claim 47, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 47, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of depositing a phosphor paste within the cavity, the phosphor paste having a content of 
phosphor in a range of from 10% to 50% by weight, selecting the weight percentage of the 
phosphor in the paste within the range in accordance with the desired thickness of the phosphor 
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layer, after firing the paste, and applying the phosphor paste in an amount sufficient to 
substantially fill the cavity, and firing the phosphor paste to form the phosphor layer in each 
discharge cell, extending between the respective opposing sidewalls of the barriers. 

Regarding claims 48-54 and 61, claims 48-54 and 61 are allowable for the reasons given 
in claim 47 because of their dependency status from claim 47. 

Regarding claim 73, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 73, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of depositing a phosphor paste within the cavity, the phosphor paste having a content of 
phosphor in a range of from 1 0% to 50% by weight, selecting the weight percentage of the 
phosphor in the paste within the range in accordance with the desired thickness of the phosphor 
layer, after firing the paste, and applying the phosphor paste in an amount sufficient to 
substantially fill the cavity, and firing the phosphor paste to form respective phosphor layers in 
the plural cavities. 

Regarding claims 74-80 and 82-92, claims 74-80 and 82-92 are allowable for the 
reasons given in claim 73 because of their dependency status from claim 73.
